What he 
ought to know is that: manure con- 
tains very little phosphate and needs 
a fertilizer high in available phos- 
phoric acid as a supplement. 


IODINE FOR LIVESTOCK 


Iodine is not a panacea or “cure 
all” but an agent with preventative 
and curative properties that make it 
very valuable for breeding stock. 
Joint ill of young foals, hairlessness 
of young pigs, goitre in calves and 
lambs ,frequently causing the death 
of each class of stock, is to a large 
extent preventable by the use of 
iodine. There are certain areas where 
there seems to be sufficient iodine 
present in the water and teed to 


hold in check the ailments men- 
tioned; however, distinct benefits 
have sometimes been realized in 


these areas by the addition of a 
small amount of iodine to the ra- 
tion. 

(he most common means of aX- 
‘ministering iodine is by the use of 
potassium iodide available at aumost 
any drug store. Iodized stock salt 
seldom contains more than .02 per 
cent. of iodine which may not be 
adequate for certain cases. At the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott, Sask., as mucn as two per 
cent has been used in salt for sneep. 
The exact amount requirea 1s not 
definitely known but in mixing 
potassium iodide with salt at home, 
from one-eighth to one-quarter of a 
pound per hundred pounas or sait 1s 
recommended and more will do no 
harm. The iodide crystals should be 
dissolved in just sufficient warm 
water to moisten the salt and stirred 
well «as added. This salt muy be 
given to any kind of stock but at 
Scott this method has been usea only 
for breeding ewes during pregnacy 
to prevent goitre in lambs. 

Common methods of giving iodide 
of potassium to mares and cows 
during ‘the gestation period 1s to edd 
a half of a level teaspoonful to the 
chop twice per month. Some svock- 
men prefer to feed half the quantity 
weekly. F 

In the case of brood sows a com-~ 
mon method is to dissolve one ounce 
of potassium iodide in one gation of 
water and give one tablespoonful of 
the liquid to each sow datly:in the 


| feed. It may be combined to mineral 


mixtures but this method ts more or 
less uncertain as to the quantity 
each sow will receive.

Convulsions should never be re- 
gianded lightly by the parent. They 
May be very serious and even fatal 
if neglected. Every attempt should 
be made to discover the cause and 
remove it before repeatea convul- 
sions result in death. The imnocent 
bottle of ‘A.B.S.,.& C.’ tables com- 
monly found on the bathroom snelf 
bave enough strychnine in them to 
cause convulsions and death if the 
young child is able to reach them 
and swallow some. Toddlers, dis- 
covering the presence of tneir new 
baby teeth and in their anmety to 
use them may gnaw tne legs of 
their newly painted cot. Lead is in 
many paints and the sucking or 
chewing of 
Objects have resulted! in severe con- 
vulsions, blindness and death, due to 
poisoning. : 

Convulsions occur In infants shen 
they have some “stiomach upset” 
and in this instance may pe less 
serious than those convu:ssons aue 
to poisons. . : 

Many times some. infection such 
ag infected ear drums, tonsillitis and 
pneumonia may ‘be ushered in with 
a convulsion. Although the convul- 
sion in itself may not be harmful, 
yet if left untreated, repeated con- 
vulsions may cause death. Convul- 
sive seizures occurring with infec- 
tions generally clear up and leave 
no aftermath. However by earry and 
proper treatment such as the crain- 
age cf pus from an ear drum or the 
opening of an abscess In tie noge or 
throat, the convulsion may be pre- 
vented from recurring. In the early 
stages before the physician arrives, 
it is wise to place the cAtid in a 
mustard bath, rubbing him or her 
briskly. 


It is quite obvious that such con- 
ditions are too serious for parents 
to assume the _ responsrbility when 
their child has a convulsion. Your 
doctor should be summoned imme- 
diately. The physician will be able 
to find out the cause -of the con- 
vulsions and carry out the neces- 
sary treatment.

BRAKE TESTING 
URGED BY CLUBS 


Proper means of testing brakes 
seems bound to receive still greater 
attention this year, when there is 
every indication of the volume of 
motor traffic being increased. 


Branches of the Alberta Motor 


| Association are giving conditions 


their special attention, though reso- 
lutions dealing with the subject have 
been sent to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, 

Action along this line has already 
been taken at Calgary, where the 
club has taken the question of braké 
testing up with the icivic authorities. 
It is expected that a brake testing 
machine will ‘be rented by the city 
and put into operation, as a result 
of the club’s representations. 

‘Under winter conditions, -the need 
of having motor car brakes checked 
over is of primary importance, 
though brakes should be in proper 
condition whenever the car is being 
operated on a street or highway. 

Reports of accidents from time to 
time indicate that serious and even 
fatal injuriey might have heen 
avoided if the brakes had been 
working efficiently. 

When the question of brake test- 
ing was brought up at Edmonton 
recently, provincial officials pointed 
out that under the law of the prov- 
ince as it stands now, a car owner 
1s required to keep his brakes in 
proper shape. ; 

‘With a new car license year open- 
ing on April 1, and the likelihood of 
more car owners using their cars 
for longer periods than was previ- 
ously the case, there will. be all the 
greater need of having brakes in- 
spected at intervals, particularly of 
the increased volume of motor traf- 
fic.

looking to the forcible removal of 
sit-down strikers from the General 
Motors plants. 

The Labor Deadlock 

® Washington has not forgotten the 
forcible eviction of the bonus march- 
ers from the government buildings 
of which they had taken illegal pos- 
session, and of the disastrous poli- 
tical effect upon President Hoover 
which ensued. 

This administration does not. want 
to run the risk of, arousing Labor's 
antagonism. Yet as long as the man- 
agement of General Motors refuses. 
to negotiate for a settlement of the 
questions invotved until the  sit- 
down strikers evacuate the com- 
pany’s property, a serious. deadlock 
jexists which the Government has no 


power to break. 


That is why Secretary Perkins 
has asked Congress to give her pow- 
er to issue subpoenas. and so com- 
mand the attendance of all concerned 
at conferences on labor questions. 

Some cbservers here are pointing 
to what they regard as a parallel 
‘between the General Motors _ sit- 
down strike and those which occur- 


¥ |red in Italy in 1922. In Italy groups 


of workers, avowedly Communists, 

took possession of automobile and 
other factories and not only occupied 

them but undertook to operate them. 

A young Socialist newspaper man 
named Benito Mussolini offered a

Flood Relief and Control 

The disastrous floods have brought 
the subject of flood control sharply 
to the foreground. Congress acted 
speedily in appropriating $790,000,- 
000 which the President had asked 
for relief purposes. Much of. this, it 
jis anticipated, will be spent for the 
| relief and rehabilitation of those who 
lost homes and property in the Ohio 
and Mississippi Valleys. It is also 
the expectation that some of the ap- 
-_propriation will go toward starting 
flood-control works in various parts 
of. the country under the so-called 
“Jadwin Plan." 

After the 1927 flood in the lower 
Mississippi General Jadwin and the 
Army Engineer Corps worked out 4 
| comprehensive plan reaching to the 
farthest headwaters of all the im- 
portant rivers of. the nation. By 
means of reservoirs, dams, dikes and 
dredging this plan, it is believed, 
could retard the flow of heavy rains 
or melting snow and so avert future 
| floods. 

The drawback has been the enor- 
mous cost. The Jadwin plan contem- 
plated ‘that individual states would 
bear the cost of the necessary works 
inside their boundaries. But states 
began to ask why they should spend 
money at the headwaters merely to 
keep some other state, farther down 
river, from being flooded. 

The fbelief here is that flood con- 
trol will be accepted now as a na- 
tional problem transcending. state 
interests, and that a beginning will 
be made toward carrying out the 
Jadwin Plan as an exclusively Fed- 
eral undertaking. 

. New NRA in Offing 

Something of the nature of a new 
NRA is definitely in the making. 
Trades and industries are to be 
authorized to make agreements 
among themselves on what consti- 
tutes unfair competition or other 
improper trade practices; such 
agreements to cover minimum wages 
and maximum hours of work. AS 
outlined, the proposed law would 

make violations of such voluntary 
Jagreements illegal and punishable 
by penalties imposed by Federal 
courts. ‘

inevitably comes depression. Dur- 
ing the depression countries try. to 
produce and manufacture, at home, 
goods and commodities which hith- 
erto they bad imported from their 
neighbors. . 

(This policy of “Nationalism” or 
“Self-Sufficiency” continues ,for a 
few years, then the _ reaiization 
shanply comes that as imports are 
— so exports going Out of 
any country are correspondingly re- 
duced. As soon as this is recognized, 
economic sanity returns, and coun- 
tries begin to reduce their tariffs. 


Next will come the tearing down 
of other restrictions against inter- 
national trade and commerce, such 
aS quotas, barler arrangements, de- 
preciation of money and so forth 

Meanwhile Canada ~-will sell her 
wheat more easily. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise prices:—Indian crops  begin- 
ning to. deteriorate as Monsoon 
fails to arrive; Belgium, Germany 
and Holland buy Argentine oats 
and barley; Rye exports temporarily 
suspended by -Poland; Germany puts 
margarine, butter, lard and other 
fats on ration basis from January 
1st; Expect greater demand for 
Manchurian Soy beans from Ger- 
many and Japan this year. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower prices:—First acreage  esti- 
mates of winter wheat for 1937 har- 
increases over 193€; 
Confirmation that 1936 Japanese 
rice crop almost a record; Estimated 
Argentine corn sunplus increased 33 
million, new corn prospects excel- 
lent; British hop production shows 
light increase. :

Last summer I went to a white chiirch in a New England town. 
The ghee gi for the day was a famous man from a big city. The 
church was only about one-tenth filled. Even his famous name was not 
enough to pull people away from the cool woods and beaches. 

When the preacher arose to announce his text, I thought: “Now 
we'll catch it. We shall be told that these empty pews mean that the 


» world is going to the dogs. We few, who have come to church, shall be 


crucified for the sins of those who have stayed away.” 


But I was due for a pleasant surprise. He announced a text from 
Paul’s letter to the Corinthians. He explained that in this passage Paul 
was really making a plea for a generous collection from the Corinthians 
for the struggling churches elsewhere. Having told them how.kind they 
are, how courageous, how faithful, Paul concludes by saying, in effect: 
“Since you haye all these many good qualities, I ask you to have also

I asked him what he meant by merchandising. He hemmed and hawed, 
and finally remarked: “Why, you know, merchandising; everybodv. 
knows what you mean by merchandising.” ; . 
_ _I told him that I had listened to much conversation on that subjec 
in 1929, but had never heard any one define the term. “In those foal 
days it seemed to mean over-selling,” I continued. “It meant pushing 
up the sales quota twenty-five percent every year; lying awake night: 
to think up ways of making people buy more than they needed; going 
out extravagantly to steal the other man’s customers. All that sort al 
high pressure activity was called ‘merchandising’ in 1929,” I said, “and 
if, when we speak of ‘getting back to normal’ we mean getting back to 
that rush and strain then I am not much interested.” 

He went away shaking his head, as if I had uttered treason against 
American enterprise. 

The kind of merchandising problems that I believe our country must 
face sooner or later are problems like the following: 


. Why, with so much wealth, are so many men out of work? Why. 
with so many labor-saving devices, have we so little leisure? Why were 
our parents, who were so much poorer than we, still so much more 
contented, peaceful and secure? 

How can we think more about human beings and less about money? 
How can we recognize the economics of distribution so that everybody 
can have more of the good things of life.as a result of steady, smooth 
production? - 

I cannot answer these questions, but I do believe it is important to 
get as many men as possible thinking about them.
